Jackson, Miss —Thirty-three new cas- 
es of polio have been reported in Mis- 
sissippi in the past week, jumping the 
total for this year to 589 cases, by Dr. 
A. L. Gray, director preventable dis- 
ease, state board of health, said. 

Sunflower county continues to be one 
of the most critical spots in the nation, 
and the most critical spot in Missis- 
sippi, with 130 cases to-date. The great- 
est concentration of cases is in the mid- 
dle eastern part of the state with the 
exception of Harrison county which is 
listed with Bolivar county for fourth 
rank in polio incidence. 

Leflore county is second, with 44 
cases; its neighbor, Washington county, 
is third with 37 cases, while Bolivar 
and Harrison have reported 28 cases 
eah. ; 

Warren has 22 cases, Humphreys 
county 19 and Hinds is running close 
behind with 18, Tishomingo 16 and 
Pike reports 13. 

Coahoma reports nine cases, Simpson,

The $20,000,000 plant being built 
by the Mississippi Power- & Light Com- 
pany is being constructed to meet an- 
ticipated future needs of the delta area. 

The 210,000-Kilowatt plant will be 
connected with the Middle South Util- 
ities subsidiaries and bring that sys- 
tem's total capacity to 1,335,000 kilo- 
watts. : 

The system serves western Missis- 
sippi, Arkansas and Louisiana. 

The delta area, center of the state’s 
cotton producing area and a farm cen- 
ter, has expanded greatly as an indus- 
trial section since the end of World 
War II. r 

The company now serves 44 Missis- 

sippi counties. 
About 250 persons attended the cere- 
monies.
